Move Seen as Step To 
Clear Manchuria of Last 
Vestige of Chinese Rule. 


By the Associated Press. 


Japanese army headquarters in 
Mukden issued a statement last night 
outlining its intention of eliminating 
“all undesirable forces from the en- 
tire district west of the Liao river,” 
toward the Manchurian city of Chin- 
chow. 

Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang’s head- 
quarters in Peiping announced that 
two Japanese and Chinese armored 
trains engaged in an all-day duel 
near Yingkow, Manchuria, rar 

e Japanese troops, numbering 
iooned fire on their adversaries aod 
the latter replied in kind. 

A message received by Chinese au- 
thorities in Tientsin confirmed news 
of the encounter, and said a Japanese 
cavalry regiment came to their com- 
patriots’ support with an attack on 
the rear of the Chinese train. 

Most of the Japanese troops in 
Manchuria were reported in Tokyo to 
have suspended their operations 
against bandits, and to have with- 
drawn inside the railway zone. But 
the cabinet ordered two cruisers sent 
to Port Arthur to stand by in case 
of need. 

Three expeditions were ordered out 
by the Japanese headquarters in Muk- 
den to deal with several thousand 
Chinese bandits southwest of the city 
in the direction of Chinchow. They 
were in command of Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Tamon, conqueror of Tsitsihar. 

The possibility that former Presi- 
dent Chiang Kai-shek might be re- 
called to-aid in forming a new Chi- 
nese government was seen at the Kuo- 
mintang congress in Nanking.

of South Hadley, Mass.—was cho- 
sen today as the first woman dele- 
gate to an international disarmament 
conference. 

She will accompany Senator Swan- 
son, democrat, Virginia, and others 

et to be chosen, to the Geneva par- 
ey in February. The chairman of the 
American de egation, Charles 
Dawes, ambassador to Great Britain, 
is already only a few hours removed 
from the site for the negotiations. 

Miss Woolley’s choice was _  fores 
shadowed yesterday by the White 
House announcement that the presi- 
dent intended to choose a woman as 
one of America’s representatives. She 
was mentioned then as one of those 
under consideration. 

For 30 years Miss Woolley has 
been president of Mt. Holyoke College 
for Girls at South Hadley, but dur- 
ing that period she has found time to 
become known as one of the country’s 
foremost advocates of world concord. 

She is a member of the American 
Society for the Judicial Settlement of 
Disputes, the Peace 
League of America, World Alliance 
for Promoting International Friend- 
ship Through the Churches, and 
many other organizations which think 
controversies between countries may 
be settled without war. 

Girls from all over the world have 
attended Mt. Holyoke and her friends 
say her association with them is one 
of the prime reasons why she is sure 
international suspicion and hatred 
can be changed to amicable under- 
standing.

REVISION OF DEBT 
NOW IN PROSPECT 


Basel Report Is Seen as 
Strong Factor in Solu- 
tion of Problem. 


BY BYRON PRICE. 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 23.—()— 
Drastic revision of Europe's future 
war debt payments to the United 
States became a strong probability 
tonight just .as the American gov- 
ernment completed ratification of the 
one-year holiday already in effect. 

Although no. official would admit 


it, indications multiplied that the debt- 
or nations would not meet their ob- 
ligations on schedule. 


Congress hav- 
ing refused to provide for revision 
beyond the presént year, temporary or 
permanent default seemed: entirely 


possible. 
At Basel, Switzerland, an official 
committee found that Germany can- 


‘not expect to resume her reparations 


payments to her neighbor nations at 
the end of the present holiday. It 
is these same nations who owe the 
United States. Several of them al- 
ready have indicated informally they 
cannot pay here unless Germany pays 
them. 

Officials would not comment in 
any way on the action at Basel or 
its probable result. President Hoo- 
ver, signing the resolution of con- 
gress which gave legal effect to the 
one-year moratorium, said in a state- 
ment that by its holiday ‘proposal 
the American government had “avert- 
ed a catastrophe.” He said nothing 
about the situation now. 

Secretary Stimson also issued @ 
statement, but it was confined to a 
defense of the president’s legal right 
to do what he did in negotiating the 
moratorium last June. Secretary Mel- 
lon, whose already-depleted treasury 
vaults will be that much emptier by 
virtue of farther postponements, fol- 
lowed the same policy of silence re- 
garding the action today at Basel. 

Advices received here indicate clear- 
ly, however, that at least some of the 
debtor nations will invoke clauses of 
their debt agreements under which 
they are permitted to withhold cer- 
tain payments of principal and inter- 
est, 
total about $88,000,000 of the $250,- 

,000 or so due during the coming 
year. 
The decision at Basel caused lit- 
tle surprise in Washington. After 
the Hoover-Laval conferences, it was 
the understandin that Germany 
would seek the relief she now is to 
get under the Young: plan, thatthe 
debtor nations would ask commensu- 
rate relief in their debts to the United 
States and that President Hoover 
would ask congress for a re-examina- 
tion of the whole war debt question. 

The president did recommend that

MOSCOW, Dec. 23.—(#)—Forced 
by an adverse foreign trade balance to 
“ship” gold in considerable quantities 
to meet its obligations abroad, 
Russia nevertheless seems able to in- 
crease its supply of*the precious metal 
from its own tremendous resources. 

This is apparent from the latest 
monthly balance sheet of the “Gos- 
bank,” or stafe bank, It shows that 
in November the country’s gold assets 
a to 612,569,320 rubles (a 
ape "ga $306,284, 660) from ” 

ubles, (or about $300,126,- 
525) in ‘the ‘preceding month. 

The foreign trade figures for this 
period were not available, but it was 
considered certain here that the un- 
favorable balance had’ not been ap- 
preciably reduced, if at all, due to con- 
ditions abroad which results in lower 
prices for soviet products. 

Last statistics published were pre- 
liminary estimates for the end of the 
first eight months of the year, show- 
ing that for that period the balance 
against soviet Russia in its foreign 
trade rose to 210,631,000 _ rufiles 
(about $105,315,500) from 151 .200,000 | 
rubles (about $75,510,000) for the 
first six months of the year. 

To make up this discrepancy, soviet 
Russia must rely on two factors— 
since its currency is not recognized in 
international finance—the foreign cur- 
rency it receives from sales in other 
lands, and gold. The supply of the 
former naturally~is dependent upon 
the ability of this nation to export its 
products and fluctuates accordingly. 

Therefore, the importance of mar- 
shaling its gold resources is not being 
overlooked by authorities here. Fig- 
ures on annual production of gold are 
kept secret. but mining specialists 
from the. United States and Great 
Britain, who have been on the job 
here for several years, say the surface 
hardly has been seratched. 

Increasing adoption of foreign meth- 
ods and equipment, particularly those 
of America, is preparing the way for 
development of production on a com- 
prehensive scale.

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MORTGAGE RELIEF 
SEEN FOR FARMER 


Senate Group Hears Pro- 
posal for Aiding Federal 
Land Banks. 


BY FREDERICK G. VOSBURGH. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—47)—A 
plan to ease the farmers’ mortgage 
worries by adding $25.000,000 apecifi- 
cally earmarked for the purpose to a 
house bill for aiding the federal land 
banks took shape today in a senate 
banking subcommittee hearing. 

e proposal was put forward ten- 
tatively by Chairman Carey, repub- 
lican, Wyoming, as a half dozen rep- 
Tesentatives of farm organizations, 
the federal farm loan board and pri- 
vate banking told the committee what 
they thought of the bill as it stands. 

irtually all favored the general 
purpose of the measure, which is part 
of President Hoover's economic reha- 
bilitation program. It would add 
$100,000,000 to the capital of the fed- 
eral land banks. 


Chester Gray, of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, told the 
committee emphatically that “intense 
emergency’ requires passage of the 
increase in capitalization. 

“The banks need the money,” he 
said, adding that their position will 
grow more difficult if action is delay- 
ed by “congressional tangles” over de- 
tails. 

Figures showing that the propor- 
tion of delinquent loans due the land 
banks has increased from 10.1 per 
cent a year ago to 23.5 per cent this 
vear were laid before the committee 
by Paul Bestor, farm loan commis- 
sioner, who urged the measure’s en- 
actment. 

He attributed the increase in delin- 
quent loans not to “any general break- 
down in the valye-of the loans.” but 
to “the tall et ommodity prices” gen- 
erally with their resultant effect upon 
the farmer. 

Bestor asserted the banks were bhe- 
ing as lenient as possible in dealing 
with delinquents, but Senator Stei- 
wer, republican, Oregon, broke in to 
criticize their foreclosure policy in 
the light of “complaints oe the 
west.” He said he had reports that 
the St. Paul Land bank had been 
particularly harsh and that others 
were sail to be putting farmers and 
their families “out into the road.” 

Bestor replied that such conditions 
were shortsighted and regrettable if 
true, but reiterated that so far as he 
knew the banks were being as easy on 
the farmer as possible. 

He pointed out that only nine- 
tenths of 1 per cent of the total loans 
of the banks are in foreclosure. 

With the additional capital provid- 
ed in the bill, he said, the board ex- 
pects to be able“to “extend every con- 
sideration’ to the borrowers. 


HARRIS EXPECTS PASSAGE 
OF FORECLOSURE DELAY 


Early passage of his bill directing 
the Federal Land banks to postpone 
for one yveur all foreclosures against 
farm morigages was predicted today 
by Senator W. J. Harris, of Georgia. 

Senator Harris said he hoped to 
have-the measure taken up shortly 
after congress reconyenes in January. 
Foreclosure of farm mortgages by the 
federal land banks at this time would 
result in severe losses to both the 
banks and the farmers, the Georgia 
senator feels.

| Text of Official Summary 
Made by Group in Basel 


BASEL, Switzerland, Dee. 23.—() 
Following is the text of the official 
summary of the Young plan advisory 
committee repért : 

“The report opens with an analysis 
of the present situation in Germany 
on whom the effects of the crisis of 
this summer were devastating. 

“Sweeping withdrawals of foreign 
credits played havoc with the finan- 
cial system of Germany and led to a 
series of legislative enactments which 
culminated in the emergency decree of 
December & 1931, which ineludes 
measures without parallel, in modern 
legislation. 

“Germany was particularly suscep- 
tible to the credit crisis because of 
the large amount of her short-term 
foreign debt. A census taken by the 
| German government showed 12 mil- 


end of July. 

“Prior to that date it was estimat- 
(ed that 2.9 milliards have been with- 
drawn and since then 1.2 milliards 
have been withdrawn under the stand- 
still agreement, 

“Against this, exports have recent- 
ly been heavy, but exceedingly long 
credit has been given in many cases, 
and the surplus of exports has been 
due in part to certain special causes, 
including pressure on manufacturers 
to sell stocks and some exceptional 
sales to Great Britain in anticipation 
of tariffs, 

Export Surplus. 

“Tt is doubtful whether this sur- 
plus of exports can continife at its 
recent level, in view of general ad- 
verse factors, including higher tar- 
iffs, exchange restrictions in other 
countries and sterling competition. 

“The rough balance of payments 
shows that Germany will have had to 
meet during the whole of 1931 with- 
drawals of capital amounting to about 
4.9 milliards of reichsmarks. 

“After using other resources ayail- 
able to her this has caused a drain 
of gold and foreign exchange from the 
Reichsbank of 1.7 milliards of reichs- 
marks, 

“As a result, the Reichsbank has 
had to take a series of measures of 
increasing stringency in order to limit 
other calls fof foreign exchange which 
might be made upon it. Neverthe- 
less, it has continued to lose reserves 
while at the same time it has been 
forced to extend its own credit to 
make up for sweeping losses of depos- 
its by banks and savings banks. 

“Germany's industrial production 
fell between 1928 and 1931 by one- 
third, which has resulted in an in- 
crease of unemployment to a level of 
5,000,000 wholly unemployed, out of 
about 21,000,000 employed persons. 

“Interest rates have been high in 
Germany ever since inflation. During 
1930, advances to manufacturers of 
first-class standing have seldom cost 
less than 8 per cent. The figure is 
now about 12 per cent. 

Industrial Decline. 


“The decline in industrial activity 
with its effect on profits, wages ayd 
the level of unemployment, seriously 
reduced the yield of taxation. If new 
taxes bringing in 1.5 milliards of 
reichsmarks had not been imposed, the 
decline in revenue in the last two 
years would have been about 3.5 mil- 
liards or 40 per cent of the total. 

“Besides new taxation, sweeping 
economies have been made in the budg- 
et, particularly in the salaries of civil 
servants which now are to be reduced 
nbout 20 per cent as compared with 
1929 and will be below the level paid 
in 1927. 

“Reductions also have been made in 
unemployment benefits and poor re- 
lief. It is, however, an adyantage to 
the German budget that the debt 
charge contained therein is compara- 
tively low, and the sketch of the budg- 
et for 1932, which was examined by 
the committee, contained a consider- 
able sum for amortization of the 
short-term debt. 

“In view of the measures taken in 
the last two years, and in particular 
the decree of December 8, 1931, the 
committee expresses the opinion that 
the burden of taxation in Germany 
has become so high that there is no 
margin for further increase. 

“The decline in German business 
activity affected the position of the 
railway system which is finding it 
hard to make both ends meet in the 
present circumstances. But the com- 
mittee is of the opinion that once con- 
ditions return to normal the German 
Railway Company, which is a funda- 


mentally sound undertaking, will be 
able-in the future—if managed on a 
commercial basis—to yielkl a net op- 
erating surplus comparable with that 
earned by other big foreign railway 
systems. 
World Crisis Described. 

“Chapter 2 of the committee's re- 
port begins with a description of the 
world crisis, of which the outstanding 
feature is the fall in prices, 
forms of economic activity have been 
affected. Reduced purchasing power 
involved disappearance of profits, un- 
employment and an_ uninterrupted 
slump in stock exchange securities. 

“The stability of banks has been im- 
perilled and the withdrawal of foreign 
capital from borrowing countries—

Results of Crisis. 


“The committee terminates this 
chapter by observing that every pre- 
vious crisis has been followed by a 
period of stability and prosperity, and 
that it would be unjustifiable to judge 
its prospect for the future on the 
basis of an exceptional period of de- 
pression. At the present time the 
budgets of all countries and of most 
railways show deficits. To assume 
that equilibrium will not be regained 
after the present crisis would be a 
counsel of despair. This is as true of 
Germany as of other countries. Jn 
past years she has built up an im- 
mense and powerful economic equip- 
ment, 


“The restriction of markets and the 
fall in prices has prevented her froin 
utilizing this to the full. The activ- 
ity of her factories is now neces- 
sarily reduced. 

“But although it is impossible to fix 
a date, it is none the less certain that 
the activity of the factories will ulti- 
mately be restored, with the assist- 
ance of measures suggested in the 
conclusions of the committee's report. 

“The committee has no doubt that 
as regards railways and the budget, 
receipts are no less elastic than else- 
where, 


“The report summarizes the German 
emergency decrees of the last two 
years, The income tax has been raised 
twice, beer and tobacco taxes have 
been increased, and the turnover tax 
raised from .25 to 2 per cent. Offi- 
cial salaries are reduced by 20 per 
cent. Similar cuts apply to the local 
authorities, who have also imposed a 
poll tax and new local taxes on beer 
and other beverages. 
_“Unemployment insurance contribu- 
tions are raised to 6 1-2 per cent, 
prices and rates are to be cut by 10 
per cent and wages reduced to about 
the 1927 level. The interest on long- 
term bonds is reduced by about 25 
per cent,

“Control of banks has been set up, 
and new regulations made for savings 
banks.

Charles A. R. Campbell's dis- 
covery concerning smallpox. . . 

The taxpayers do not appre- 
ciate being made the goat and 
having te pay for the neighbors’ 
doetoring, and the time will come 
when the overburdened taxpay- 
ers will fight the American med- 
ical trust and put them neatly 
in their place.

“The Young plan, with its rising 
series of annuities, contemplated a 
steady expansion in world trade, not 
merely in volume but in value, in

MEEHAN SIGNS 
AT MANHATTAN

NEW YORK. Dec. 23.—(£)—John 
F. “Chick” Meehan, who stepped out 
of “big league high-pressure” football 
at New York University and turned 
toward colleges where the game is 
played on a saner level, has #>und the 
place he was seeking. 

Manhattan College, with a student 
body of only 1,000 and no desire for 
more, no “ballyhooing” ambitions, no 
thought of building an eleven to com- 
mand the attention of the nation, an- 
nounced today that Meehan, president 
of the Football Coaches’ Association, 
had accepted the post there as direc- 
tor of physical education and coach of 
football. 

He succeeds John Law, Notre Dame 
guard, who resigned a few days ago. 

Meehan resigned at N. Y. U. after 
seven years of coaching in which he 
raised the’ Violets from obscurity to a 
place among the leading elevens of 
the country. 

Along with Meehan’'s resignation 
came a university announcement of a 
policy of de-emphasization. At the 
same time “Chick” told The Associat- 
ed Press that he would never again 
coach college football on a_ big-time 
basis. 

“I’m through with big gates, high 
pressure, terrific schedules,” he said 
then. “I’m sick and tired of driving 
boys, whipping them into fyenzies 
with everything but lashes, seeing 
them crack from noting but exhaus- 
tion. That's not football, the game. 
I'll never be a party to that again. 

Meehan today, happy at the chance 
to carry out his new policies, planned 
to take over all sports at Manhattan 
shortly after the Christmas holidays. 

“I never expected to coach again,” 
he said, “but they read that story at 
Manhattan and they asked me to come 
there and do just that. We'll play 
the same teams we've always played 
and have three games that are ‘big’ 
for us each season. 

“We'll have an extensive’ intra- 
mural system with emphasis on the 
boys playing for the fun of it. Of 
course we'll play to win. I could 
never coach a team to do otherwise. 
But if we lose there'll be no weeping 
and wailing.”

In the past 11 years the Pacifie 
coast elevens and the invaders from 
other portions of the land have split 
even in Rose Bowl victories. There 
have been four winners for ‘each sec- 
tion and three ties, 

The double winners were Southern 
California and Alabama, with Notre 
Dame, California, Stanford and Geor- 
gia Tech the victors once each. The 
three ties were played between Wash- 
ington-Jefferson and California, Navy 
and Washington, and Alabama and 
Stanford. : 

In the first three games played in 
the Rose Bowl, Washington State 
beat Brown, and Oregon defeated 
Pennsylvania and lost to Harvard. In 
all the games the coast teams have 
totaled 190 points to the invaders’ 
130. Four of the games have been 
won by a single point. There has been 
only one scoreless game. The record 
score was made in 1930 when South- 
ern California beat Pittsburgh, 47-14. 
Up to that time California’s score of 
28-0 against Ohio State, in 1921, had 
topped the rest. 

Alabama certainly must like to play 
football in Pacific air and California 
sunshine. It won two games on the 
coast, tied one, and, for the three 
contests, ran up a total of 51 points. 
But Southern California, in its two 
victories, made a total of 61 points. 

e chances are that Southern 
California's running game and Tu- 
lane’s passing game may produce some 
more points this time. A battle be- 
tween these two doesn’t look from an 
advance angle like ke any scoreless tie.

“SHORTY” CARNERA.

This 195-pound quarterback 
from Iron Mountain, Mich., must have 
absorbed some of the iron of his native 
town. When he collides with an op- 
posing player it is the other man who 
calls for time out. 

Ronzani believes in playing a full 
time game. He belongs to the Jim 
Thorpe school. You remember Jim 
asked wonderingly, “How could any- 
body get hurt at football?” 


Cornell graduates both its varsity 
guards and tackles, ‘but fortunately 
has some good football men who can 
step into the vacant places. The Cor- 
nell freshmen were strong this season. 

Moreover, any team which keeps a 
backfield with such players in it as 
Viviano, Ferraro and Kline is not a 
subject for much commiseration.

.Marshal Chang Hsueh- liang’s head- 
quarters issued a communique saying 
a Japanese train with 60 troops aboard 
opened fire on their adversaries at 
Tienchuangtai, first station west of 
Yingkow, and Chinese returned the 
fire.

TOKYO HEARS REPORT

In the weeks before that Mukden, 
seat of Chinese government in the 
country, had fallen to Japanese arms, 
then Kirin, capital of the province of 
that name. In the wake of the armies 
economic ‘“‘moppers-up” followed to 
fasten their control on basic indus- 
tries, 

Japanese advisers were installed in 
the key economic as well as political 
positions in Fengtien province and Ki- 
rin, Japanese took over the control of 
big Chinese financial houses, mining 
properties and commercial enterprises 
and Chinese “committees of ‘public -or- 
der” friendly to the Japanese were 
set up to rule thé provinces.

Fred Handers, a refugee, indicated 
the worst of the flood along the upper 
Tallahatchie was over. He said it 
“has been a real flood.” 

“IT have been in that territory for 
several days,” he added, “and I heard 
reports of loss of life among negroes 
but there was no way to verify the re- 
ports.” 

The refugees reported continued 
downpours in some sections resembling 
cloudbursts. 

People in the basin territory are 
facing starvation, the refugees report- 
ed, and in some sections disease has 
put in its appearance. 

Glendéra and Swan Lake, refugees 
said, probably will be evacuated by 
tomorrow night. 

Despite the rising waters, a Christ- 
mas celebration was held at Swan 
Lake tonight. A community tree was 
set up in a building surrounded by 
water. Gifts were distributed to flood 
sufferers, who were brought to the 
town in boats. 

Armed guards were reported pa- 
trolling private levees along Cassidy 
bayou and Tallahatchie river near 
Webb and other communities to pre- 
vent possible dynamiting. Fear was 
expressed that such steps might be 
taken to divert flood waters. 

Attempts have been made, it was 
reported, during the past few days to 
blast levees, but farmers banded to- 
gether to prevent forceful breaks in 
the systems.
